He snid—Your Ex- 
celleney, Mr Chairman, and geutlemen, 
having duly shown our loyalty and-respect 
to Her Majesty and to His Excellency the 
Governor, Her Majesty’s representative in 
the colony, in the two preceding toasts, it 
now becomes my pleasant duty to propose 
what may fairly be called tho special toast 
of the evening, viz., ‘Our Guest, the 
Honourablo F. A, Coopor, Director of 
Public Works.’ It is; now, more than 
seven .years since I srrived in Hongkong 
as Attorney-General. It did not tako me 
long to become acyuainted with most 
of the mombers ‘of the Civil Service 
‘here, and among the various excellent 
gentlemen belonging to thal fraternity 
thera was one man. who specially scemed

Well, gentlemen, Mr Cooper's promotion— 
his well-carned promotion—at 8 compara- 
tively early age, to the important post to 
which he has beon appinted in se large and 
ao important a colony as Coylon, shows-that 
the Right Hon. the Secretary of State has 
appreciated his merit, and, though we sliall 
be sorry to lose hint from Hongkong, I ven- 
ture to predict that, in tho course of time, 
his ability and sterling «qualities will be re- 
cognised in Ceylon as they have been in

A FIREMAN'S CLAIM: FOR WAGES. 

Kang Kam, a No, -1 fireman, sued Cap- 
tain Branch; Deucalion, for $83.15 as wages 
due. ; 
Mr F. B. Deacon appeared for the de- 
fendant. . . 

The plaintif’ said ho signed an agree- 
ment at the Harbourmaster's Oflice for six 
months ; he had net served this term of six 
months because tho chief engineer told him 
he did not require his services any longer. 
He had received his full wages., The claim 
ho made was on Behalf of the wages of 
othor firemtn who had been ill and had 
gone homo, They had threatencd to heat 
him if he did not pay them. Ho had writ- 
ten authority to sue omtheir behalf.

THE TROUBLE WITH RAWAIL 

Tokyo, Aprit 13.—Count Okuma, the: Mi- 
nister for Forvign Affairs, regards the action 
of the Hawaiian authorities usa direct 
breach of Treaty provisions, and a disregard 
of diplomatic courte: Ho forwarded an 
instruction yesterday to. Mr ‘Shimamura, 
the Japanese Minister at Herolulu, order- 
ing him te -enter upon negoliotions with 
the Hawaiinn Govermnent. The questions 
to be neyotinted have been left in the hands 
of the Minister to Hawaii. Tt is bolieved 
that the Japanese Government will make a 
chim for compensation. Count Okuma, 
the Foreign Minister, and Marquis Saigo, 
the Naval Minister, waited upon the Jm- 
peror thi orning aud made a report on’ 
the Hawaiian affair, hey recommended 
tho dispatch of the -cru' Nanitoa ta 
Hawaii, which was at once approved. The 
cruiser lings been ordered to Jouve on tho 
Vith inst., and is ted to arrive at 
Honolulu on the 28rd inst. Qu consulta 
tion with the representatives of emigration 
companies, thu Government has agreed ty 
pertnit. contracted Libourars to leave Japan 
tor TLawaii.

The idea that the negotiations 
will be bucked by force is a delusion, as 
thero is no necessity for. any such uc- 
tion, Captain Kuro-oka, the Unmmander 
of the ecruisor Nani, which has been 
ordeced to Hawaii, waited on Marquio Saigo, 
the Minister for the Navy,’ and Cuunt 
Okuma, the Minister for Foreign Aitisira, 
thia afternoon and had a conference with 
them.

RESIGNATION OF THE SHANGHAT 
: MUNICIPAL COUNCIL. ‘ 

The N,-C, Duily News comments as fol- 
lows on the Ratepayers’ Mecting held on 
the 21st inst, ty consider the action of the 
Municipal Council in regard ta tha wheel- 
barrow The meeting was. presided 
over by Sir Nicholas Hannen, British Con- 
‘aul General :-— 

That tho-enthusiasm shown at the Indig- 
nation Meeting & fortnight ago has not 


died out was uninistakably displayed in the 
jstor Hull last evening. ‘Tho temperate 
speeches of the mover and seconder of the 
first resolution, asking for an explanation, 
prepured a smooth road for the Chiarman 
of the Council, but as soon as he had got 
halfway through bis explanation, and par- 
ticularly when he made the fatal raistake 
of depreciating the position and power 
of the Muncipality, it was ovident that 
his cause was lost, thera could hardly 
have been one among his audienea who 
did. uot expect a very much better dofence, 
and did not feol that if thet was all that 
‘could’ be said, tho Council stood self 
condemned. Tho alight effort mado_by | 
Messrs, Morrison and Brand to weaken 
tho effect of tha indictmant so cloquently 
formulated by Messrs. Campboll and 
Holliday was entirely in vain. The 
indictment was sustained y on 
enormous majority, and the Ohsir- 
man = and ice-Chairman . had no 
other coursa open to them than to re- 
sign, though it is to be regretted that they 
catry with them into retirement the other 
members of tho Council. Wo havo neither 
time ‘nor Spa this morning to give more 
than this bare statement of the proceed- 
ings; e must reserve a fuller criticism 
until to-morrow, The result is graatly to 
he regretted for many reasons ; but aftor 
tho capital mistake mado by the Chairman 
and Vice-Chairman, ahd the way in which 
the popular fesling on the subject was met, 
no other result waa possible if the ratepay- 
ets wero to retain their self-respect, 

Tho following is the resolution proposed 
by Mr R. M. Campbell, in a vigorous speech. 
and seconded by Mr Cecil Holliday :— 

‘That this meetit.g of Ratepayers, having 
heard the explanation of the Qouncil, de- 
sires to exprees the most profound rogret 
that tho Council should have so far disre- 
garded the interesta and dignity of the 
Community, which thoy Were elected to re- 
present, as to agreo to the compromise 
whieh has been effected. But, tho Consuls 
having, in good faith, at the requeat of the 
Council, entered into an arrangement with 
the Ohinese officials this meeting now gives 
the authority necessary to carry that ar- 
Fangement into effeot.’

FOREIGN INTRUSION IN HUNAN. 
A Wuchang correspondent writes to the 
N.-C. Daily News :— : 
SIURDEKOUS PLACARDS IN CHISEUI. 
_ Chiishui is a district city iu the prefecture 
of Huangchou. For many years the agents 
of the Wesleyan Missionary Socicty havohad 
work in the neighbourhvod. arlier in the 
year the missionary who is in charge of, the 
work there saw the district magistrate, and 
was courtvously received by him and assist- 
ed in renting a house in the city. Work 
-was_bogun—and_all_would_probablyhav. 
gone on well had not placards. been put out 
stating thot the peopla of Huangchou had 
kept out foreigners and their religion and 
urging them to do the same, and bidding 
them to remomber Sungpu. Sungpu, itis 
hardly necessary to say, Js the place where 
tivo Swedish missionaries wera murdered, 
and missionary work has never been ro- 
sumed there to our knowledge. It is 
erhaps not so well-known that Huangohou 
has always been very onti-foreign ; three 
years ago placards were -posted up outside 
the city. gates warning tho’ people of the 
city not to buy the foreigners’ books and 
‘charging them to refuse to sell food or 
aught elaé to them should’ they‘ need it. 
At the present time an honoxt innkeeper is 
imprisoned there on some trumped-up 
charge, but really because ho received two 
foreign missionaries in his inn. 
Ge THE RESULT, 
But to return to Ch‘ishui, By ‘means 
of the placards the people were stirred up 
tomake a tow to prevent the missionaries 
from taking possession. The mandarin 
wrote letters ‘stating that the house had 
put been let by the real owner, but by the 
owner's nephety in the owner's. absonce ; 
thet when the. latter returned -he was 
indignant at other people having let his 
‘property. This story is, of courss, untrue, 
tho owner of the house having been bribed 
by @ promise of a coffin for his mother to 
uit forward. At present the matter is 
in the able hands of the British Consul at 
Hankow, and he will doubttess séo that 
justice is. done, though there has been 
some delay through a letter writton by the 
missionary in charge having gone to 
Shanghai instea: Hankow.

THE HANGCHOW MINT. 

On the 13th instant on intoresting cores 
mony was performed at Hangchow in con- 
nection with the new mint, which is now 
nearly completed. This was the.naming of 
the engines, which are to run ~ho machin. 
ery for the cuining of the cash. A large 
number, in fact almost all of tho Hangchow ; 
Officials were present, and the proliminary 
ceremonies haying been gone through, the 
engine was started in a most successful 
manner, running for six hours afterwards_ 
Without a hitch of any kind occurring. The 
officials wero immensely pleased, and two 
days afterwards, tho work. was commenced 
in earnest, 80,000 cash being now turned 
out per day, this being the limit. The 
pichinery ut the silver department is not 
yot orected, though it is hoped that a 
few weeks more will see the work 


turn will be $6,000a day, this total being 
composed of 135,000 silvér_ pieces, all bear- 
ing the Chekiang stamp, Hangchow being 
situated in that province. There are 
throe big Corliss type.ongines, two of which 
are to work tha silvor-coining machinery, 
the other being now employed in the vash 
department ; they are of 650 1.H.P. The 
mechinery was made in Germany, One 
foreigner only has been employed in super- 
intending tho erection of the machinery. 
This is Mr,A. Burtenshaw, the son of an 
old officer of H.B.M.’a servica in Shang- 
hai. He desorves a word of praise for the 
very successful issuo of his labours in con- 
neétion, with the Hangshow Mint.—Afer- 
pury. sae ;
